After referring to a letter writ- 
ten by Warden Mills as president 
of the Goorgia Prison Wardens 
Associati: denouncing the Plan, 
Millican szid Mills ‘‘does*the bid-, 
ding of every whim” of the com- 
mission. 

He then flatly charged that

Millican said three Commission- 
ers were leading the battle against 
the measure but did not call any 
names.

Shall We Give Away 
The State University? 


We read it over twice, but it still read 
the same. 

There was a bill introduced yesterday 
in the State Legislature which. would 
require the people to vote on a constitu- 
tional. améhdment two years hence which 
would, if adopted, allow the State to give 
all its educational properties to selected 
individuals. 

The explanation was that this would. be 
done only if the Supreme Court ruled 
Negroes should. be admitted to the profes- 
sional schools—law, medicine and so on 
in the State. 

Should the amendment be. voted the 
State’ would have to make an outright gift 
of the properties, since to retain any State 
control would qualify the institutions as 
State schools. 

Texas, Virginia, Arkansas and other 
Southern-States confronted with the prob- 
lem have met it without giving away their 
school properties. 

The Georgia proposal is a most astound- 
- ing and serious one. Surely the Legisla- 
ture will consider this outside the fields of 
partisan politics. The situation is 6ne that 
should be met squarely, not dodged.

A Decision That 
Will Cost the Nation 


Decision of the House Appropriations 
Committee to dispense with the single, 
lump-sum appropriations bill is most un- 
fortunate. 

There never was a time when it is more 
desirable, and necessary, that the Fed- 
eral Government practice the most rigid 
economy in non-military spending. It goés 
without saying that economy can hardly 
be achieved if members of Congress do not 
know how much money is being appropri- 
ated. That again will be the case under 
the system of individual money bills to 
which the Committee now reverts. 

The single appropriations. bill has been 
tried, and that only half-heartedly, for a 
single year. The amount it saved the tax- 

payers is variously estimated at from 
$1. 000,000,000 to in the neighborhood of 
$2,500,000,000. Even if the minimum fig- 
ure be taken, it certainly was worthwhile. 

Under the single appropriations meas- 
ure, the Congress votes on all appropria- 
tions at one time. Every member knows 
the total sum appropriated. He can insist 
-upon economies if he belietes the amount 
too high. 

But under individual appropriation bills 
it is difficult, and sometimes impossible, 
for Congressmen to know how much money

GOP Finds That 
Cash Comes Hard 


WASHINGTON — Despite the encouraging 
gains made by the Republicans in the last 
national election, the party is being hard put to 

raise money for financing the preliminary phase of its Presiden- 
tial campaign which gets under way in 1951. Although the next 
White House election does not come until 1952, much advance 
work is customarily done by both major parties. The Republicans 


.are finding it difficult to get the money for this advance work. 


Democrats, on the other hand, seem blessed with a fair meas- 
ure of prosperity, thanks to their good fortune in being the party 
in power. The Democratic National Committee already has.a sizable 
kitty on hand to lay the foundation for the Presidential campaign, 


‘having ended up the 1950 campaign with a surplus instead of the 


usual deficit. Moreover, National Chairman William Boyle has 
plans in the making for raising quite a bit more in a not too dif- 
ficult manner. 

Money being an sheoluta essential in financing national politi- 
cal campaigns, the Republicans estimate that they will need at 
least $1,600,000 to maintain their organization and carry on the 
preliminary steps leading up to the Presidential contest of next 
year. In any event, that is the goal that has been set by the party’s 


finance committee. 
Looks Easy Considering the fact that more than 21,000,000 
people voted the Republican ticket in the last 
Presidential election, it would seem to be an easy matter to raise 
the $1,600,000 immediately needed, simply by soliciting contribu- 
tions of a few cents each from the party faithful. But it does not 
work out just that way. Even the big contributors, on whom the 
party has relied chiefly in the past, are not coming through as 
they should. Some of the GOP stalwarts are a bit -concerned 
over the situation. With the Presidential campaign only a year 
and a,half away much groundwork will have to be done, if there 
is to be any hope of victory in 1952. 


Meeting here the other day, the GOP National Committee has 
just named a finance group to study the situation and also to look 
into the matter of a site for the next national convention. 


The Democrats have never had much trouble about their 
finances since Big Jim Farley, past national chairman during the 
early part of the Roosevelt regime, hit upon the. idea of holding a 
series of Jackson and Jefferson Day dinners at $100 per plate and 
downward. The take from these annual dinners has usually#been 
enough to keep the party’s finances in good shape. 


An effort was made to sell the same idea to the Republicans, 
but somehow it has never gone over like the Democratic affairs. 
Perhaps the reason is that, not being in power, the Republicans 
were unable to offer the same talent as an attraction. The Presi- 
dent, Vice President and members of his cabinet, most-always put 
in an appearance at the dinners of his own party, either in person 
or in the form of a speech broadcast to all the diners. 


Last year the Republicans sought to get away 
Box 5 “—" from the stigma of being financed by the fat 
cat or large contributors by staging a dollar-a-box supper party, 
which was supposed to ‘be something of a contrast with the $100-a- 
plate Democratic eatfests. They were successful enough so far 
as the patronage went, but failed to produce any measure of profit 
for campaign purposes. 

Democrats are still taunting the Republicans with the charge 
that it will take a lot of buck-a-box eating before the GOP is able 
to overcome the idea that it is the party of the very rich, more 
given to boiled shirts and diamond brooches. 


The present financial plight of the Republicans probably finds 
a part of its origin in the huge spending program the Govern- 
ment is now undertaking for rebuilding our defenses in the face 
of the ‘threatening foreign situation. Big contributors who ordi- 
narily might be found willing to unloosen their purse strings to 
help the GOP cause are perhaps holding back for reasons of politi- 
cal prudence. Having an eye on some of the big contracts to be 
let with Government money, they do not want to appear to be too 
unpatriotic, so far as the Democrats are concerned, by passing 
out campaign contributions to the GOP with one hand, while reach- 
ing for a Government contract with the other. — 

Politics being what it is, such things have a way of becoming 
a silent influence in campaign affairs. When the final chips are 
down, however, the Republicans will likely find as much money 
as their legitimate needs require.

A: Clause Which Taxes the Mind 


Sixteen legal-size pages with single-space typing, the Sales Tax Bill now in 


the legislative works is indeed a formidable document. Declared to be one of the 


broadest taxes of its nature in the nation, the words and legal windings which 
define the sales tax are enough to floor the casual reader, and certainly calculated 
to give pause to anyone who would venture to predict how much income the 
State will derive from the law. Therefore, we have a wide range in declarations 


of what the levy will bring. From $75,000,000 to $90,000,000 is the generally ventured guess.

$2,111,539,000. Slap three percent on this and we have more than $60,000,000 in sales tax right 
away. Of course, with the dollar becoming more inflated all the time, it is a cinch 1951 retail 
sales will be much larger than those of 1948, and, therefore, the tax will be greater. 


Under the sales tax bill, moreover, there are 
jtems taxed which aren’t included in the total 
retail sales figure. Industrial machinery, for in- 
stance. There is nd easy way to figure how much 
_ this factor would add to the sales tax, as much of 
such machinery is purchased out of the State, but 
subject to the tax anyway. Nevertheless, this 
mighy be a clue: 

In the year 1948 wholesale sales in Georgia 
under the title “Machinery, Equipment and Sup- 
plies” amounted to $99,570,000, according to the 
Department of Commerce. The tax on this would 
be just about $3,000,000 for sales made in the 
State alone. 


The only exemptions provided in the sales 
, tax bill are fertilizer, feed and seed pur- 
’ ehased by farmers. These deductions will 
knock some dollars from the total retail sales. 


Still, it would appear impossible to attempt 
to add up what is left out under the bill, and try 
to decide what the sales tax income will be, for 
there are so many imponderables left in. There 
is, in addition to the straight-out sales tax on 
retai! transactions, the “use tax” factor. This 
angle is stated in general at the outset of the bill 
—subject to more specific definition further along 
in the 16 pages—as a tax “at the rate of three 
percent of the cost price of each item or articles 
of tangible personal property when the same is 
not sold but is used; consumed, distributed, or 
stored for use or consumption in this State*pro- 
vided there shall be no duplication of the~tax.” 

Another thing which appears to be illusive in 
trying to figure what the sales tax will net is the 
application of the three percent to individual 
sales. At three percent, one penny would be due 
on each 33 1/3 cents spent by the consumer at 
retail. If he bought several dollars’ worth it 
would be simple for the merchant to calculate 
the tax, but small sales—a dime, 20 cents, a 
qQuarier—propose another problem. 

The Pill states: “The (Revenue) Commissioner 
shall administer and enfdrce the assessment and

collection of the taxes and penalties imposed by 
this Att. He may prepare suitable brackets of 
prices for the collection of the tax imposed. . 

If the entire volume of sales by a dealer is de- 
rived from an aggregate of individual sales to 
consumer - below the bracket promulgated by 
said Commissioner for the payment of the tax by 
the consumer, such, dealer shall not be required 
to pay the tax herein provided on the gross sales.” 


This would seem to mean if you confine all 
your buying to the realm of teensie-weensie 
purchases, you might escape the tax, but don’t 
get any ideas, for the bill also says this: 


A tax “at the rate of three percent of the 


sales price of each item orgrticle of tangible 

personal property when sold at retail in this 

State; the tax to be computed on gross sales 

for the purpose of remitting the amount of 

tax due the State, and to include each and 
aevery retail sale.” 


It is well recognized the sales tax is necessary 
to provide the income needed for Georgia to give 
its citizens the services they need, and it is also 
known that legislation must be stated in specific 
legal terms which define for one and all the 
purposes and boundaries of the individual act, 
yet when the layman—meaning the guy who puts 
out the three percént—reads a paragraph like the 
following, he should be excused if he raises his 
head and whispers, “Gosh!” 

The paragraph: 

“SECTION 9. If a purchaser gives a certifi- 
cate with respect to the purchase of fungible 
goods and thereafter commingled these goods 
with other fungible goods not so purchased but 
of-such similarity that the identity of the con- 
stituent goods in the commingled mass cannot be 
determined, sales from the mass of commingled 
goods shail be deemed to be sales of the goods so 
purchased until a quantity of commingled goods 
equal to the quantity of purchased goods so com- 
mingled has been sold.”

WASHINGTON—There is one key fact, which hardly anyone seems to have noticed, 


in the 


mess we are in about China. The House has passed a ringing resolution. The Senate has followed 


suit. 


The American delegation has moved heaven and-earth to get the United Nations to brand 


China as an aggressor. But beyond the gentlest tap on the wrist, the Administration has not yet 
agreed how the Chinese are to be punished, when and if they are formally found guilty of their crime. 


The situation was almost comically drama- 
tized by a recent meeting with the President of 
the State and Defense Department leaders, some 
rumors of which have got about. If the rumors 
are correct, every sort of move was canvassed 
solemnly and at length. Some objection was 
found to*each one. And at the close, with noth- 
ing accomplished, the President dissolved the 
gathering with a compliment. on a fruitful dis- 
cussion. 


All kinds of plans have indeed been 
drawn up. The most extreme is a project to 
support the several hundred thousand Chi- 
nese anti-Communist guerrillas with air- 
dropped supplies; to reinforce the guerrilas’ 
operations by air attacks on China’s highly 
vulnerable lines of internal communication, 
and to aid Chiang Kai-shek’s forces to land 
in the easily defensible Amoy area. 


In the middle ground, there are variants on 
the basic theme of a naval blockade of the China 
coast. And the tap on the wrist is représented by 
a plan to proclaim an international long-range 
embargo on trade with Communist China. 

The objections to these plans should be ob- 
vious enough. The all-out attempt to discommode 
the Peking government by stirring up their in- 
ternal enemies would very probably achieve its 
immediate object. But. it would also call into 
operation the’ Sino-Soviet pact, thus quite possi- 
bly bringing on what it is most desirable to avoid 
—a major war in Asia. And in the eyes of the 
worried . British and Europeans, who can only 
think about the larger struggle with the Soviet 
Union, this sort of American action in China 
would convict the United States of “starting the 
war,” including any future war in Europe. 


The naval blockade of the China coast would. 


place too heavy a strain on our available naval 
resources, and would necessarily include a block- 
ade of Port Arthur, which is a Russian harbor. 
As for the tap on the wrist of a long-range trade 
embargo, it is what the.American government 
will probably propose next, if our motion on 
China is approved by the UN. But the damage 
done the Chinese by a long-range trade embargo, 
if America’s allies yoverseas can be dragooned 
into voting it, will hardly compensate for the 
damage done American interests by the bad feel- 
ings engendered in the dragooning process. 

The plain truth is that in November the Chi- 
nese Communist government committed a fla- 
grant act of war, which the American govern- 
ment, for excellent reasons, Aid not choose to 
treat as an act of war. In these circumstances, 
it would have been better to keep quiet, await 
developments, and concentrate on getting the 
Korean situation in hand again. The course in- 
stead adopted, of demanding that China be con- 
victed off crime when no adequate punishment 
was ready, was:from the first, and is today, a 
mere exposure of weakness. 

The worst of this situation is that this highly 
dubious course has quite evidently been taken as 
a concession to public and Congressional opinion, 
A gesture had to’be made, it was plainly felt, 
because of the natural, bitter and universal in- 
dignation against the Chinese Communists. 

But this method of making policy equally 
evident implies a belief that the American Con- 


gress and American public are incapable of lis- 
tening to reason. "The idea seems to be that 
Congress and the country cannot understand the 
undesirability of a major war in the Far East; 
cannot be made to see how the very different 
and far more dangerous positions of the - British 
and French influence their actions; cannot.grasp° 
the occasional virtue of keeping quiet; cannot ; 
even tell the difference between a serious pun- 
ishment and an empty gesture, such as calling 


~ the Chinese Communists a bad name. 


Of course, if Congress and the country were 
truly incapable of understanding and accepting 
plain statements of fact about great national 
problems, the American system would have 
foundered long before this. 


‘ The real trouble, at the moment, is that 
the national leaders, and especially the 
leaders at the State Department, are so in- 
escapably preoccupied with the pop bottles 
from the grandstand that they dare not argue 
with the crowd, 


This is the real penalty that is paid when 
public men lose the confidence of the public— 
they have the pop bottles more in mind than the 
facts, when they have to make great decisions. 
Contrariwise, the real need for national coalition, 
in such a time as this, arises from the need to get 


’ down to the business of discussing hard facts of 


vital national interest without too many extra-. 
neous preoccupations.

We are now raising a generation which does not take respon- 
sibility, and which has a tragic lack of social consciousness, ac- 
cording to Dr. Allen D. Albert, ‘head of the sociology department 


at Emory University. 

“We are not raising a ma- 
ture .or independent. group, 
which is bad,” says Dr. Albert, 
“for they are not equipped to 
stand up against the adversities 
which: life is bound to bring 
them.” , 


He attributes this to the fact 
that the average VU. S. young- 
ster does not have enough as- 
sociation, or the right kind of 
association, with either of his 
parents. 


With our industrial society 
taking fathers, and an increas- 
ingly large number of mothers 
out ‘of the home, each member 
of the family today tends to be 
placed in a separate’ sphere, 
Albert says. This not only 
places a severe strain on the 
solidarity of the family group. 
By removing both mother and 
father from the home, children 
are also denied their most val- 
uable examples of how an adult 
male and an. adult female 
should act. , 


Since We can hardly do 
away with our economic 
structure, parents. can best 
solve this problem by plan- 
ning their time to spend as 
many hours as possible with 
their young. 


This nnot be overestimat- 
ed as a factor in helping young- 
sters to acquire a mature point 
of view. Dr. Albert points out 
that boys learn to be men by 
being with men, while girls 
learn to be women by: being 
with women.

does not have enough milk to 
breast feed her child, bottle 
feeding is not so mysterious 
that it cannot be done. The for- 
mula is a mixture of cow’s milk, 
water and sugar. The milk may 
be pasteurized whole milk, 
evaporated or powdered. 


Sterilization of the bottles and 
utensils was a point stressed to 
Mr. and Mrs. Williams in their 
class. This was because germs 
thrive on milk, just like the 
babies. Bottles will be easier to 
wash if each is rinsed in cold 
water and filled with cold water 
after the baby has used it. 


The expectant parents were 
told, too, that the nipples should 
be rinsed right after use. 
Squeeze some cold water 
through them. \Bottles should be 
washed with hot water, soap 
and a bottle brush, and rinsed. 


While feeding the baby keep 
the bottle tilted up so that the 
nipple is always full. Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams learned that the 
baby should be held cradled in 
their arms for the feeding pe- 
riod. | 

A baby will swallow some air 
while drinking milk. It collects 
in his stomach, so. the parents- 
to-be learned. That’s why baby 
has to be bubbled several times 
in the course of a bottle. 

Bubbling a baby is done byw 
holding it up against the 


shoulder and massaging or pat-| 


ting it in -the middle of the 
back. As new pareats, Mr. and 
Mrs. Williams were ‘told that-it 
would be a good ides-t6 put a 
towel or a diaper over their 
shoulder in case their baby spits 
up a little. It’s a normal thing, 
and they were advised not to 
worry about it. If it won’t, they 
were advised to put the baby in 
a lying position for a second and 
then return it to the shoulder. 

Mr. and Mrs. Williams learned 
the importance of strong parent- 
doctor relationship before and 
after the baby’s birth. Other 
tips for expectant parents which 
they learned and which will be 
repeated next week were given 
in the Red Cross free classes 
on Mother and Baby Care and 
Family Health.
